Must Cease, Declares 

Undersheriff. 


“Capping” for lawyers is an in- 
door sport which official mandate 
says must cease at the County Jail. 
From time to time there have been 
serious complaints about certain of- 
ficers who have secured the services 
of favored lawyers for arriving pris- 
oners and then received a part of

Result will be Re in 
Election’s Results. 


Aroused to action by the ap- 
proaching crisis in the factional 
strife that has been agitating the 
supreme officers of the order, a 
movement was launched yesterday 
afternoon by the 25,000 members of 
the various lodges of the Fraternai 
Brotherhood to arrange a speciai 
mass meeting of representatives 
from each of the 700 lodges to in- 
vestigate conditions and uncover the 
real reasons for the internal dissen- 
sion. 


This meeting, 
early part of February, will have 
for its main object the re-establish- 
ment of harmony among the su- 
preme officers that has been sadly 
lacking for almost two years. It wn 
not be a financial investigation, as 
no doubt is expressed as to the sol- 
vency of the brotherhood. 

But fearing that the warring be- 
tween the two hostile camps of the 
supreme officers is undermining 
the big insurance order, the repre- 
sentatives chosen by the various 
lodges will demand, as their right, 
that an explanation of the present 
Status be given them. When this 
explanation is forthcoming, they wil. 
report back to the 25,000 lodge mem- 
bers, and their findings win be un- 
doubtedly refiected in the result of 
the annual election, to be held in 
June. 

The executive session of the Su- 
preme Council will meet this after- 
noon in Fraternal Brotherhood Hall 
on South Figueroa street at 2 o'clock. 
Unless present conditions change it 
will continue several days. 

The first bombshell that is ex- 
pected to explode will be a state- 
ment of Supreme Secretary Charles 
W. Dempster. Mr. Dempster is 
scheduled to demand that a merit 
system for the appointment of dis- 
trict managers and organizers be 
established, also that all petty pol- 
itics and wire-pulling be abandoned. 
If he meets with opposition, he is 
quoted as declaring that he will re- 
fer the entire matter to the mem- 
bership. 

On the result of the discussion of 
the question will rest much of the 
interest of the 25,000 members of 
the brotherhood. It will define 
lines among supreme officers, and 
will afford an opportunity for each 
member of me Supreme Council to 
go on record. 

The second, and hardly less im- 

portant, matter to be discussed will 
be the proposed consolidation with 
the United Artisans, of Portland, Or. 
This matter has been freely dis- 
cussed among several of the sur 
preme officers. However, nothing 
can be decided upon at this session, 
as the bylaws of the brotherhood 
forbid any body but the Supreme 
Lodge from sanctioning a consolida- 
tion. 
Nhe reapportionment of budgets is 
scheduled to start discussions, as it 
has freely been rumored that the 
budget expendi the Supreme 
Secretary are to be cut. If this oc- 
curs, much excitement is promised 
from the minority members of the 
Council. 

Districts will also be apportioned 
for the choosing of representatives 
to the Supreme Lodge in June. 


PDANS ADMITTED. 
TO MERGE ORDERS. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


PORTLAND, Jan. 23.—According 
to J. W. Mills, Secretary of Monta- 
villa Lodge No. 158, the proposition 
of merging the Fraternal Brother- 
hood and the United Artisans has 
been under consideration for a 
short time, but that it had been 
agreed between representatives of 
the lodges to withhold public an- 
nouncement until plans for consoli- 
dation had been definitely arranged. 

The United Artisans were organ- 
ized in Portland twenty-one years 
ago, C. L. McKenna, the present Su- 
preme Secretary, being one of the 
organizers of the order. Mr. Me- 
Kenna is now out of the city, and 
no official statement from the order 
will be made until his return to- 
morrow. The order has 18,000 
members, the majority of whom are 
residents of Oregon. Other States 
in which lodges have been formed 
include Washington, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, California and Colorado. The 
order is a fraternal insurance or- 
ganization.

Their spokesman, Roy 
Gordon, denounced the service of 
the water company and declared that 
conditions are so “intolerable” that 
the land owners will not stand it an- 
other season. He and his neighbors 
wanted the city to take ever the dis- 
tributing system, so that aqueduct 
water could be supplied.

advanced by any government. Its reception 
by a world whose history is made up of 


persectitions of the weak by the powe 

of the grabbing of little nations by 
nations, would seem at first blush extreme- 
ly dubious. 

Yet, as a matter of practical diplomacy, 
there are reasons why some such principle 
may now be welcomed. 

In other circumstances, no ince doctrine 
as the equality of nations would be con- 
sidered for a moment by the great powers. 
World diplomacy is not by nature Utopian. 
Persia was kept in a state of miserable 
degradation for years because it suited the 
purposes of Russia and England. The na- 
ture of diplomacy is no different today, but 
the conditions have changed. There is a 
chance that President Wilson's suggestion 
of a world Monroe doctrine might be rec- 
ognized as desirable: because small nations 
have suddenly become useful to great na- 
tions. 


Reduced to plain terms, in the light of 
present circumstances, the autonomy of 
small nations means the separate existence 
of Poland, Belgium and the Balkan states. 
If not as a general principle, the freedom 
of Poland would be specifically desirable 
for at least two of the combatants in this 
great war. The autonomy of Poland means 
a barrier for Germany and England against 
the expected Slavic invasion of the future. 
The restored autonomy of Belgium will of- 
fer a certain degree of safety for England 
from the future threats of German arms. 

England and Germany are the two pow- 
ers from whom declination of this prof- 
fered principle might most naturally be ex- 
pected, they being the two nations of in- 


‘sufficient home lands. But President Wil- 


son has chosen the monient when such a 
doctrine could be bent to the interests of 
these two powers. 

The autonomy of the Balkans has caused 
wars upon wars of the past; brought about 
this war and will perhaps bring about other 
wars. The puny national ambitions of those 
polygot nations make a firebrand and a 
tinder box for the rest of Wurope. The 
conditions, however, are such that the great 
powers—with the possible exception of Ger 
many—tmight look with * upon their 
continued autonomy. 

Bven Germany knows that’ as long as 


these Balkan States remain independent. 
Russia will not ferge down to the sea. This 


advance of the Czar to the waters of the 
Mediterranean would be equally a terrible 
prospect for England. On the other hand, 
Russia, hopelessly beaten/in this war, real- 
izes that the adoption of the President's 
suggestion would forever head off Germany 
tram advancing to the Persian Gulf to sit 
there bullying the world. 

The adoption of the Monroe doctrine 
would also banish two other clouds that 
threaten the future peace of Etrope Bul- 
garia is a rising power; Ferdinand dreams 


of a new empire in the Balkans that would 


create a new world power, disturb the bal- 
ance of power and generally upset the 
world. If for no other reason than to es- 
tablish national lines in the Balkans, the 
President's plan would be the greatest boon 
Europe bas ever encountered. 

Lastly, an expanded Monroe doctrine 
might be welcomed by al! ,cecidental pow- 
ers to stop the voracious encroachments of 
Japan in China. It is a fact universally 
recognized that if Japan continues her pres- 
ent policy of land-devouring it will be dif- 
ficult to avoid another great world war. 

The most impressive suggestion made by 
the President is for world peace guaran- 
teed by the power and combined force of 
all the t nations. Far-seeing and force- 
ful public n have come to the conclusion 
that the only peace that can last is a peace 
maintained by an international army and 
navy. it there was ever a time in the 
whole history of the world when perma- 
nent world peace was sought it is now. At 
the conclusion of this struggle none of the 
great nations now at war will be in a condl- 
tion to maintain the sickening competition 
in nt.

They 
long ago bombarded the railway line 
from Aleppo to Alexandretta, and 
blew up the railway bridge between 
Tarsus and Mersine; and recently, 
according to the cables, destroyed 
by aerial bombs the bridge over a 
river east of Adana, evidently the 
Jethan. All this within the general 
region indicated. Why, though, has 
the attack not been pressed to its 
logical conclusion? 

Nobody is more baffled by this 
than the Germans and Turks in the 
vicinity. Ever since the war opened 
there have been rumors of an Allied 
landing on the Cilician plain. 
one occasion, on a false report, the 


„Turkish residents were sent from 


Mersine back into the mountains. 
All plans were made to burn the 
cities of Tarsus and Adana to keep 
them from yy into the enemy’s 
hands. Most of the foreigners left 
these cities in the full expectation 
of their early fall. | 

To the lay mind the plan is more 
feasible than any strategy the Allies 
have yet attempted. They control 
the Mediterranean absolutely: All 
sea routes are open to them for the 
transport of troops and supplies. 
Less than a hundred miles away is 
the British island of Cyprus, an ade- 
quate base, which the enemy, hav- 
dpe no ships, cannot attack.

TEST PROVES DEATH. 


The chemical analyses made by 
Chemist Maas of the stomach of

died Saturday night, as a result of 


poisoned ‘apples, reveals that death 
was caused from poisoning by car- 
bon monoxide gas, which is formed 
when natural or muminating gas is 
incompletely burned.

This was attributed to the eating 
of bananas, but the family admits 
the gas heater in the room was 
burning for some hours at the time.

“In New York State, legislation 
authorizing cities to create munici- 
pal markets, consigning food taken 
to the markets to municipal auc- 
tioneers, creating information bu- 
reaus for the convenience and guide 
of food producers and placing new 
restrictions upon transportation of 
foodstuffs by railroads, is the solu- 
tion of the high cost of living ar- 
rived at by the special committee 
of the conference of New York 
State mayors,” said Mrs. Fannie 
Cunningham at the Woman's City 
Club Monday, when speaking on the 
high-cost-of-living phase of public 
affairs. The ayor of each city 
has the naming of a food commis- 
sioner; the market will be conducted 
by a licensed auctioneer under the 
general regulations of the city com- 
missioners. The bill also provides 
that railroads shall certify to the 
condition of foods upon receipt and 
delivery. 

“It would seem that a municipal 
food commission to which produc- 
ers may make consignments would 
greatly assist in our problem. 1 
skould like to see such a commis- 
sion of big-minded women, Who are 
absolutely free from connection with 
selling agencies.“ 

Mrs. Cunningham suggested 
housewives go to market themselves 
and select their own foodstuffs; that 
they use some of the foods now for- 
gotten and neglected; that they get 
out of the groove of having prac- 
tically the same menu every week; 
that the people eat more fish (and 
discourage the destruction of the 
small fish now stear d for oil to 
make soap, with the residue sold es 
fertilizer for $10 per ton;) that co 
sumers preserve eggs in April and 
May for the winter; that they de- 
mand full weight and measure when 
they buy. 

The middleman came in for con- 
demnation and the speaker caused 
a stir when she related that in Chi- 
cago last Friday California cauli- 
flower, large, fancy, well-headed, 
sold at less than 10 cents per head 
and cabbage from this State sold 
for 4% cents per pound. “How is 
this possible when you cannot buy 
the quality here at that price?

LABOR TYRANT 
IN AUSTRALIA. 


Causing More Troubles than 
War, Says Visitor. 


Brisbane Theater Man Cites 
Recent Mine Strike. 
Here to Study Production of 
Motion Pictures. 


Labor conditions are more nearly 
unbearable in Australia than the 
conditions occasioned by the war, 
according to E. J. Carroll, head of 
one of the principal theatrical cir- 
cuits of that country, who is regis- 
tered at the Van Nuys from Bris- 
bane, Queensland. The recent strike 
of the coal miners caused more seri- 
ous trouble than the calling of 


thousands of men to the colors in 
Europe. 

“The miners insisted on getting 
paid for the time in which they were 
preparing to work or quitting work,” 
he said. “They already had an 
eight-hour day in all the mines and 
insisted the mine operators should 
not consider their day as starting 
only when they arrived on the actual 
scene of their work in the sheds and 
tunnels, but at the time they ar- 
rived at the premises of a mine it- 
self, where they changed clothes. 
This would cut down their working 
day more than half an hour. Dur- 
ing this strike it is necessary to 
burn candies, to heat with wood 
and to undergo many hardships 
through lack of fuel in most of the 
principal cities, 

1 in Australia are growing 
80 rapidly they will probably put an 
end to the theatrical business. Not 
only must industries pay 25 per cent. 
for Federal taxes, but in addition to 
this, they must pay State and city 
taxes, so that the average individual 
is giving out more than a third of 
his income.” 

While in Southern California Mr. 
Carroll is making a special study of 
motion pictures. 

“We use scarcely any but Ameri- 
can pictures and have never been 
able to produce satisfactorily in our 
country,” he said. 

In addition to his wife, he ts ac- 
companied by his two children and 
several servants. He will remain 
here indefinitely.

The Civil Service Commission yes- 
terday decided to ask the City At- 
torney for an opinion as to whether 
it can retain Bert L. Farmer’s name 
on the eligible list for the assessment 
bureau, Mr. Farmer having been 
elected a member of the State Sen-. 
ate. The City Attorney will be asked 
to say whether Mr. Farmer violated 
the provision of the charter which 
prohibits political activity. | 

Mr. Farmer was among the men 
laid off by the assessment bureau 
last summer for lack of funds. He 
was not in the employ of the city at 
the time he ran for the Senate, but 
is at the head of the eligible list and 


the commission says it wants to 
know if he has the right to remain 
there. 

The question was brought up -by 
Secretary Dee, who said: “Bert L. 
Farmer has conducted a political 
campaign; do you want to do any- 
about it?” 

“You are raising a big question 
whether or not an employee of the 
city can run for a political office,” 
said President Craig. He recalled 
that in the past an employee of the 
building inspector's department was 
granted leave of absence to run for 
the Assembly and shortly afterward 
former Mayor Sebastian, who was 
then officially a lieutenant of police, 
ran for Mayor and was cited to ap- 
pear and show cause why his name 
should not be removed from the 
eligible list for political activity. At 
that time Dr. Haynes, Gen. Bellows 
and other powerful influences urged 
that a man should be given a 
chance, so far as the commission 
was concerned, to run for public 
office. Mr. Farmer had done the 
same thing as the former Mayor, 
said President Craig. 


REGAINS POSITION. 
NURSE REINSTATED. 


Dr. L. M. Powers, health commis- 
sioner, yesterday notified the Civil

‘As a substitute for his previous 
ordinance Attorney H. S. McCallum 
yesterday asked the Council either 
te adopt. or submit to the people an 
ordinance making it uniawful to 
maintain any retail or hotel liquor 
establishment in the city after mid- 
night, June 30. He said the intent 
is that all saloons and hotel bars 
must cease to operate at thatedate.
